PARIS, June 9 (UP — French 
Foreign Minister Georges Bi- 
dault told the National Assem- 
bly today that the Geneva con- 
ference has revealed the true 
aims of the Communists — to 
dominate all Indochina. 
However, he said there is rea- 
son to hope for a successful 
outcome at Geneva, and “a 
preciable results” have been 
tained so far. 
Bidault addressed a hostile 
Assembly in defense of the 
Indochina policies of Premier 
Laniel’s threatened coalition 
government. 
The Foreign Minister hoped 
to help Laniel stave off a con- 
fidence vote which wight topple 
the shaky government and pro- 
duce a “peace-at-any-price” at- 
titude toward the Indochina 
problem. 

Bidault asked. the Assembly 
for a “sentimént of confidence” 
in the government’s negotiations 


at Geneva.

A few men hold a “great con- 
centration of power” in unions 
here. 

Inadequate control and loose 
accounting have characterized 
the handling of union funds. 

Business agents send their 
best men to certain contrac- 
tors, their poorest to others. 

In many instances, business 
agents have obtained, through 
use of relatives’ names, an in- 
terest in the business of con- 
tractors hiring members of 
the union. 

Union representatives have 
profited illegally from place- 
ment of insurance under wel- 
fare plans. 

Some unions have attempted 
to take the law into their own 
hands, like “goon squads” of 
* years ago.

Discussing the strikers’ de- 
mands for wage and hours ad- 
justments, the Mayor said: 

“When the people of St. Louis 
adopted the Civil Service amend- 
ment, it was their intention to 
take. city employment, and the 
terms and conditions thereof, out 
of politics. The people laid down 
the standards governing compen- 
sation, and they entrusted to an 
expert body (the Civil Service 
Commission) the responsibility 
of determining the facts based 
on those standards. 

“If I, as Mayor, should at- 
tempt to interfere with -the 
findings of the Director of Per- 
sonnel, R. Elliott Scearce, and 
of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, or urge them to meet de- 
mands they do not think justi- 
fied, I would be striking a blow 
at the Civil Service System. 
This I do not intend to do.” 

Mayor Tucker, who returned 
last night from an official trip 
to Washington, reviewed the 
strikers’ four demands. They 
are: A general wage increase of 
$35 a month, restoration of for- 
mer pay rates for reclassified 
employes whose pay was re- 
duced, a five-day, 40-hour week, 
elimination of hourly pay rates 
and the placing of all employes 
on a monthly compensation basis. 

The Mayor said the first two 
demands are solely within the 
jurisdiction of the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission, which, “follow- 
ing due consideration,” con- 
cluded the wage demands were 
unjustified. He added that he 
had arranged a meeting of 
union representatives of the 
strikers with Scearce and Di- 
rector of Streets and Sewers 
Frank Kriz, but canceled the 
conference after the employes 
voted last Sunday to go on 
strike.

There are some 300 patterns, 


in dry and wet flies. In days 
gone by the experienced angler 


could tell at a glance the name 
of a particular fly. Among the 
famous patterns were the Royal 
Coachman, Silver Doctor, Black 
Gnat, Dusty Miller, Grizzly King 
and Parmacheene Belle — to 
name a few of the standard flies 
of, yesterday. Today, most flies 
are tied in one or possibly two 


colors and many of the modern- 


day anglers could not fell a 
Professor from a Montreal. 
Fly-tieing, some 40 years ago, 
was considered an exact science 
and the angler took great pride 
in his handiwork. In a book 
written by Lake Brooks (a very 
fitting name for a gentleman of 
the angle), entitled “Science of 
Fishing’, we find the following 
description of the Silver Doctor: 
A gaudy fly, good for 
trout and bass, and usually cost- 
ing much more than the other 
kinds. The body is silver tinsel 
with a winding of red silk. The 
tag (tip of the body next tail) 
is red and the tail of a golden 
pheasant hackle. The wings are 
made of wild turkey feather in’ 
under, wood duck on top and the 
remainder is mixed red and yel- 
low fronds. The hackle is blue. 
It is the difficulty of getting 
materials for this fly that makes 
it so costly, and it is difficult 
to make, too.” 


Only Dry Flies At First. 


This description of the Silver 
Doctor was written more than 
40 years ago and, no doubt, the 
author would be completely 
frustrated today in trying to find 
the material for the gaudy, 
multi-colored favorite of that 
era. Brooks lists feathers of all 
colors, especially those of water- 
fowl, fur and mice, moles and 
rabbits, whiskers of rabbits,

Spinners may have 
originated from the early troll- 


ing spoons. They were of large 


size and were fluted and usually 
the raised flutes were streaked 
with red to attract the fish. A 
large hook was attached to the 
trolling spoon and live minnows 
were attached to the hook. The 
fly-fishing spinner used today 
is.a much smaller modification 
of the original trolling spoons. 
In the eastern portion of the 
United States many fly fisher- 
men do not use the fly-spinner 
combination, but in the Ozark 
streams it is very seldom that 
an angler is found using wet 
flies without the spinner being 
attached to the f 


Development of Fly Rods. 


Fly rods in the early days 
were constructed of various 
woods and, of all the solid wood 
rods, those constructed of lance- 
wood were the most common. 
The first English rods were 
made of greenheart and were 
somewhat heavier than those 
made in America. Bethabara 
wood was also used in rod con- 
struction and, while it was said 
to be more resilient than the 
other woods, it was very scarce 
and the few rods made from it 
were extremely expensive. 


A Canadian firm constructed 
rods in the early days from a 
wood called kaliki. This native 
wood came from British Colum- 
bia and was said to make very 
good rods. Built-up rods made 
from Calcutta bamboo soon 
proved their popularity and re- 
placed those made from wood. 
This rod was known as the split

bamboo, made from six triangu- 
lar strips of bamboo glued to- 
gether and tied with silk wind- 
ing.

We have been deeply shocked by 
the verdict of the special board hear- 
ing the Oppenheimer case and be-

be relieved of his position. 

It is improper, however, that the 
loyalty-security regulations should 
be invoked for this purpose if, as is 
‘the case with Dr. Oppenheimer, the 
loyalty and reliability of the adviser 
are not in doubt. 

By the Review Board's own find- 

ing, Dr. Oppenheimer's position with 
respect to the hydrogen bomb had 
absolutely no relation to the ques- 
tions of loyalty. The implications of 
this kind of confusion for the loyalty- 
security program as a whole are 
frightening and dangerous. 
For example, the most compelling 
argument given by the board for be- 
lieving that Dr. Oppenheimer is un- 
fit to give counsel on policy decisions 
concerns the political beliefs of some 
of his associates. 
It is not suggested by the board 
that these associates could possibly 
lead him to betray secrets. this 
criterion is consistently applied to all 
security cases, then in effect scien- 
tists and other government workers 
are be warned that they must 
choose their friends with suspicious 
care or be fired as security 

Once fired, such people obviously 
become new centers of suspicion, and 
their friends, in turn, are suspect. 

— — 


It is not unlikely that many physic- 
ists who are willing to work for the 
Government will soon be faced with 
the charge, “It is reported that you 
have associated with Dr. Robert Op- 
penheimer, who has been fired by 
the Atomic Energy Commission as a 
security risk.“ 

The present security program is 
reaching the point of diminishing 
returns. We urge the Administra- 
tion to re-evaluate the entire loyalty- 
security problem before the confi- 
dence and morale of government 
workers are destroyed. The existing 
program, which is designed to pro- 
tect our country, is actually under- 
mining the national security.

Te the Edvor of the Post-Digpatch: 
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Let's Quit Kidding 

The time has eome to quit kidding ourselves 
about unemployment. Ever since January, the 
Administration has accompanied each monthly 
report on the jobs situation with cheerful words 
about a confidently expected upturn, Each 
month, the upturn has failed to take place. 

Now it is time for the Administration and 
everybody else to quit kidding themselves, It is 
time to look the facts square in the face. Here 
are some of the facts: 

1. Total unemployment of 3,305,000 in 

May, as just reported by the Commerce and 


Labor Departments, was the highest May 
total since Werld War II. 


2. Employment in factories, mines and 
transportation continued te fall in May as 
it has done every month since the present 
decline set in last November. 


3. When the number of unemployed is 
added to the number of persons working a 
curtailed work week, the volume of total or 
partial unemployment reaches the danger- 
ous ratio of 7.4 per cent of the labor force. 
Nobody can cite these figures with any satis- 

faction. All too plainly, they suggest that, unless 
the United States blunders into an Asian war 
this summer, we are in for more unemployment. 
before the predicted upturn takes place. 


As Secretary of Labor Mitchell has previously 
forecast, between 750,000 and 1,000,000 young 
persons this month are leaving school and enter- 
ing the labor force. A great many of them are 
not finding jobs. It is mathematically certain, 
then, that June unemployment is already sub- 
stantially heavier than May unemployment, and 
will be so reported a month hence. 


Is it not time that we started facing the 
facts, unpleasant as they may be, instead of 
continually telling each other that things are 
sure to get better pretty soon? 


The fact is that although total unemployment 
fell in May by 160,000, this was a far less than 
normal decline for this time of year. (In 1953, 
for example, the May decline in unemployment 
was 276,000). 

The fact is that the slight improvement re- 
ported for May was largely due to a seasonal 
rise in farm jobs, and that non-farm employment 
continued to decline by 230,000. 

The fact is that in addition to 3,305,000 per- 
sons without work, the Government reports 
1,500,000 persons in full-time jobs who are 
working a curtailed work-week, and 900,000 per- 
sons in part-time jobs who would like to have 
full-time jobs. All these people are drawing cur- 
tailed incomes which spell depleted purchasing 
power for the future. 

Dr. Arthur F. Burns, President Eisenhower's 
chief economic adviser, said last week that the 
Administration did not view the present level 
of unemployment as a situation to be accepted 
indefinitely. This implication that action will be 
taken if the present level persists is good news. 
Dr. Burns, however, told a press conference 
Tuesday that economic indicators suggest “an 
early upturn,” and this implies that he believes 
there will be no need for Government action. 

But many Americans, including all who are 
looking for work or taking home a shorter pay 
check, will want to know how long the present 
situation has to last before something will be 
done to correct it. 

Dr. Burns evidently has no plans for any new 
legislative requests at the present session of 
Congress. When that session ends in July it will 
be five months until Congress meets again. Is 
Dr. Burns quite sure that the economic situation 
is going to take care of itself until then? 7 

The country must hope that Dr. Burns and the 
President's other advisers know what they are 
doing when they gamble that the economy can 
recover without further Government action. But 
it cannot be forgotten that these same advisers 
last January were predicting that unemployment 
would level off at 2,500,000, whereas it went 
above 3,300,000 in March and has stayed there. 
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Maury Maverick, Poet 

Considering all the accomplishments packed 
into his life, it seems hard to say that Maury 
Maverick died an unfulfilled man. He had been 
Mayor, Congressman, lawyer, business executive, 
saldier—in World War I he won a Silver Star 
for gallantry in action—and lots more. Further, 
he was always in some fight for reform up to 
his neck. 

But it was this very passion for reform which 
drew a streak of unhappiness through his life. 
He was disgusted by the involved, un-English 
language of Government directives and legal 
documents in general. So he gave us the word 
“gobbledygook” and picked up another lante, 
the one fated to be shattered. 

As long as it is difficult even for writers to 
find the appropriate words to fully express an 
idea, the lawyers and administrators—with their 
desire for precision and their lack of, feeling 
for words—will write “gobbledygook.” 

The only hope for a change would be to fill 
the Government offices and the courts with 
poets. And did not Maury Maverick’s fire make 
him a poet—even if not of the variety that gets 
into the anthologies? 
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What the Court Upheld 

The Supreme Court’s 5-to-3 decision upholding 
federal registration of lobbyists follows a new 
report showing what registration means. For the 
Government has just made public the quarterly 
statements by lobbies of their expenses. 

There have been a few changes among the 
top spenders for lobbying in recent years. During 
the Truman Administration the most expensive 
lobby was operated by the American Medical 
Association. Apparently the A.M.A. has now re- 
laxed its fears about medical insurance, for it is 
no longer the top spender. | 

That rating is now given the National Associa- 
tion of Electric Companies, dedicated to fighting 
publi¢ power. This year the N.A.E.C. has spent 
$127,746. And the same group was the second 
heaviest spender during the last year of the 
Truman Administration. 

Other perennially powerful groups. still in 
the top ten, are the National Milk Producers 
Federation, which opposes dairy imports and 
such; the Association of American Railroads, 
worried about truck competition; and the Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate Boards, always 
on hand against public housing. : 

The future will bring few changes in the list. 
Perhaps the St. Lawrence Association, fifth 
heaviest spender this spring; will fade away be- 
cause much of its work is done. The St. Law- 
rence Seaway bill was finally passed. But most 
lobbies have axes to grind continually, 
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Behind every major bill there is a group 


ready with dollars for or against it. Millions are 
spent in this way. In 1952, 257 groups reported 
spending $4,824,981. And there are more lobby- 
ists in Washington than elected representatives 
of the people. a 
The object of the registration law which the 
Supreme Court has upheld is to prevent the lob- 
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bies from becoming an invisible government. 
They are none too visible to the public eye in 
any case. But they do appear in quarterly re- 
ports. That is little enough regulation for the 
pressure groups in Washington. 
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Inside the Golden Fog 


“Hope springs eternal” also in the breasts of 
those who seek to suppress the truth. Conse- 
crated cover-uppers such as Senators Dirksen 
of Illinois and Mundt of South Dakota persist 
in trying to sweep the dirt under the rug when 
less dedicated souls would give it up as a bad 
job and resign themselves to the consequences. 

Take what happened Tuesday night. After a 
day of hearings in which Roy M. Cohn was 
asked some mighty embarrassing questions, Sen- 
ator Dirksen threw a cocktail party: It was in 
“honor” of Senator Styles Bridges. Vice 
President Nixon was there. So was Defense 
Secretary Wilson. And Chairman Ferguson of 
the Senate Republican Policy Committee. And 
of course Joseph R. MeCarthy, the G.O.P. prob- 
lem child, who still may be either liability or 
asset, and they can’t decide which. 

Hospitable drinks were passed around. The 
sparkling glasses were lifted to loosen tongues 
and above the tinkling rolled the golden fog 
from the lips of the Senator from Illinois. What 
could they do about this mess the junior Senator 
from Wisconsin has got his party in? 

They talked to Public Irresponsible No. 1 
singly in relays. They talked to him in groups. 
Some of them are smart enough to know who 
is coming off a bad second-best in these exchanges 
before the millions of television watchers. They 
know who scores when Senator McCarthy calls 
the former Secretary of the Air Force “Sancti- 
monious Stu“ and Missouri’s Senator comes back 
with the suggestion that Senator McCarthy may 
need a few hours on a phychiatrist's couch. 

From the public standpoint there is no more 
reason to hush up the McCarthy mess now than 
there was to hush up the Internal Revenue 
Bureau mess in the Truman Administration. 
Prosecutions came out of the Democratic reve- 
nue scandals. Obviously prosecutions will be in 
order when this investigation is completed. 

Yet Senator Potter of Michigan says “deliber- 
ate lying“ has so clouded the facts that the truth 
may never be known. The Republican members 
do not seem to be anywhere near as eager to 
have a showdown on perjury here as they were 
when Whittaker Chambers.and Alger Hiss told 
conflicting stories. Have they forgotten that in 
the Chambers-Hiss case, one of the principals 
was indicted, tried, convicted and imprisoned 
for lying under oath? 

The McCarthy-Army proceedings are a grave 
national embarrassment. There can be no slight- 
est doubt of that: But they are wholly necessary 
and they have accomplished a vast amount of 
good. They are educating the American people 
—ineluding President Eisenhower. 

Secretary of the Army Stevens and his coun- 
sel, Joseph N. Welch, owe it to the country to 
see that all pressures to chop off the investiga- 
tion are resolutely turned back. There is too 
much still to know. There are still witnesses, 
including McCarthy himself, who need to be 
heard. There are still many questions to ask— 
such as those about Roy Cohn's three West 
Point nominations that kept him out of the draft 
in 1945. 

If the Republicans are interested in the effect 
of the McCarthy-Army fight on their party then 
they should look at the results in the California 
primary. In recent years Republican candidates, 
such as Warren and Knowland, won the Demo- 
cratic nominations as well under the cross-filing 
law. On Tuesday Democratic candidates won 
their own races. One way to read this is that 
California voters want the opportunity to choose 
between the two parties next November. | 
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Twilight of a Labor Gangster 

Paul H. Hulahan, former business agent of the 
AFL Building Laborers and Hodcarriers’ Union, 
is a horrible example of complacency of a few 
trade unions toward racketeers within their 
ranks. He has just been found guilty in United 
States District Court of participating in a $50,000 
liquor theft. He was already under a 12-year 
prison sentence for extorting money from con- 
tractors. Until last January, when he was con- 
victed under the federal anti-racketeering law, 
Hulahan had been riding high, wide and ugly 
in St. Louis for more than à dozen years. 

„He was charged with embezzling union funds 
—the charge was eventually dismissed—and was 
removed from office by the International Labor- 
ers’ Union, but regained control. 

Not all labor unions have tolerated so much 
for so long. Some have done outstanding jobs of 
ridding themselves of the hoodlums that had in- 
filtrated them. The plight of the dock workers 
in New York City at the present time is an evi- 
dence of the harm done to the workingman 
when racketeers take over. Like those hood- 
lums of the waterfront, Hulahan flourished be- 
cause union members lacked the will and the 


spunk to kick him out. His case should stiffen 


more than a few spines in the resolve that it is 
not going to happen again. 
The democratizing of boss-run unions is need- 


ed to correct many current abuses, as a federal

The General Council on Civie Needs plans to 
go to court to prevent spot zoning by the Board 
of Aldermen, This is something that urgently 
needs doing, The comprehensive zoning ordi- 
nance of 1950 has been shot full of holes by the 
Aldermen in a series of acts of sabotage that, in 


the words of Mayor Tucker, “have hit the pock- 


etbooks of thousands of home owners.” 

Responsibility for the continued passage of 
spot zoning measures rests clearly on the shoul-

Is this leading, as 
lack of faith always must, to a deep 
sense of insecurity and a deterioration 
of reason? And I wonder, too, if today 
mass manipulation is not a greater dan- 
ger than economic exploitation; if we 
are not in greater danger of becoming 
robots than slaves. 


McCarthyism as a Symptom 


Since man cannot live by bread alone, 
is not the underlying crisis whether he 
is going to be inspired and motivated 
again by the ideas of the humanistic 
tradition of the Weste culture, or 
whether he falls for the new pagan 
religions, the worship of the state and a 
leader, as millions of believers in the 
Fascist or Soviet systems have done? 


That we are not invulnerable, that

For this objective Secretary 
Dulles can never hope to organ- 
ize a united front in Europe and 
in Asia, and there is not even a 
united front among’ the chiefs 
of staff, and with Congress and 
with American public opinion. 

It is because of Adm. Rad- 
ford’s well known views on the 
necessity of a general war with 
China that every military pro- 
posal he sponsors disunites the 
front that Secretary Dulles has 
been trying to organize. 

The whole western position is 
undermined beéause Adm. Rad- 
ford’s objectives go so far be- 
yond the stabilization and guar- 
anteeing of some kind of armis- 
tice in southeast Asia. The west 
is divided by his objective and 
is unable to agree on any prac- 
tical and effective measures in 
the emergency because the west 
cannot be united behind Adm. 
Radford, 


Few to 60 Along. 


There is no use talking about 
a united front if he is to be the 
military leader of it. He can- 
not lead a coalition because he 
wants to go places where nobody 
in Europe, no great power in 
Asia, and mighty few Americans 
are willing to go along with him. 
What we need is to clarify 
and limit our objectives. They 
are now in the utmost confusion 
and inflation because there are 
a dozen semi-official versions of 
them. Because of these confus- 
ing statements we are giving 
the world the impression that 
we do not want to negotiate at 
all in the Far East, that our 
people do not want to fight, 
but that there is a faction within 
the Administration and in Con- 
gress which is trying to entangle 
us in a general war. 

That is a disastrous impres- 
sion for the prestige of a great 
power, and our prestige is—to 
put it mildly—not what it ought 
o be. 


What Talk Will Do. 


Talking less recklessly will 
not make the situation better. It 
will, however, help to keep it 
from becoming worse than it 
will become if the tall talk goes 
on. The western world is faced 
with the problem of how to re- 
dress the balance of power, 
which though far from upset is 
not in the balance that it was, 
because the war in Indochina is 
being lost. 

We should act to redress the 
balance and, in my view,’ the 
wisest way to do that is to raise 
the level of our own military 
power—to rescind the cuts and 
reductions and to increase the 
expenditures, especially for re- 
search and thet development of 
new weapons. 

An increase of 10 per cent in 
the military appropriations will 
have a moré salutary effect on 
the balance of power and on 
the prestige of this country 
than a whole collection of 
speeches and press conferences 
by admirals, senators and Ad- 
ministration spokesmen. 


No Way to Stop. 


That surely is a wiser and 
more effective way of redress- 
ing the balance than to commit 
our forces in a region where 
no man—not Adm. Radford or 
any one else — can limit the 
commitment once it is made. 

As a matter of fact the com- 
mitment of American forces on 
the mainland in that part of 
the world would unbalance 
further the present balance of

NEW YORK, June 9 — The 


Protestant Episcopal church 
will not hold its 1955 triennial 
convention in Houston, Tex., ac- 
cording to a decision made by 
the Right Rev. Henry Knox 
Sherrill, presiding bishop. The 
decision was announced yester- 
day at a closed committee meet- 
ing on arrangements for next 
year’s convention. 

Bishop Sherrill’s decision to 
change the meeting place to 


some other city followed recent 
protests from churchmen who 
said non-segregation policies 
would not be carried out at a 
Houston gathering. 

It followed also a protest 
against the Houston meeting 
unanimously adopted on May 11 
by 800 delegates of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Diocese of New 
York, calling on Bishop Sherrill 
to insist on non-segregated 
housing, restaurant and other 
facilities for Negro delegates. 
His statement yesterday said 
that changing conditions on both 
the national and the internation- 
al level had influenced his de- 
termination. Bishop Sherrill did 
not mention segregation or any 
other aspect of the racial prob- 
lem, but he noted that “within 
the past month” the national 
scene had altered radically, This 
was an apparent reference to 
the United States Supreme 
Court's decision barring segre- 
gation in the public schools. 


Texas Ministers Upset Over 
Change in Plans. 
HOUSTON, Tex., June 9 (UP) 
Texas Episcopalian ministers 
warned today that their church's 


leaders would feel “uneasy in 
their hearts” about their refusal 
to hold their 1955 convention in 
Houston.

Normandy Revisited, 10 Years Later 


Scars of War Fading Where Allies Stormed Ashore in '44, but French Memories Still Are Vivid 


A SCENE ON THE BEACHES OF NORMANDY AS AMERICAN TROOPS AND THEIR EQUIPMENT 
STORMED ASHORE AGAINST THE GERMANS IN JUNE 1944, 


_ By John E. Lee 


Ten years ago this month, 
American, British and Cana- 
dian ferces stormed the Nor- 
mandy beaches in history’s 
greatest invasion—the D-day 
onslaught that was to drive 


out, This 
is his story of Normandy 10 
years later. 

STE. MERE EGLISE, France, 

. June 9 (INS). 

S far as the people of Nor- 

mandy are concerned, 

France, Britain and the 
United States are Allies and 
friends forever. 

And perhaps this is especially 
true of those who felt the first 
shock of that fateful D-day, 
June 6, 1944, when American 
and British forces dropped from 


In the D-day battle area the 
ecars-of war have softened now 
—after 10 years—but the trace 
of history's greatest invasion re- 
mains, And the memories, some 
tragic, all poignant, remain, too. 

Normandy remembers as 
sharply as if D-day were only 
yesterday. You can see it in 
people’s eyes and sense it in 
their voices 
about it. 

They remember that G.. 
came across the ocean and Tom- 
mies came across the Channel 
to free them from tyranny. They 
remember the violence of that 
June morning back in 1944 and 
they know it was the greatest 
day of their lives. Normandy re- 
members and one feels it will 
forget. That violent, 
bloody, confused day forged a 
bond that nothing can wipe out. 

Everywhere in the D-day sec- 
tor there aré reminders of the 
battle — wrecked German block 
houses, wrecked dwellings and 
barns, scattered items of war’s 
dehris on the beaches. Battle 
monuments . . . and cemeteries. 

On the main Bayeux-Cher- 
bourg road near the village of 
La Cambe is the German mili- 
tary cemetery, somehow sym- 
bolic with its black, cold crosses 
and bleak, somber appearance.

replied:

Here is what Therese had 
tten when the bombs, the 
ells and shock of war were 
still a sharp nightmare in her 
mind: 
“I still remember with fear 
the sixth of June, 1944. All 
night long the airplanes had 
prowled overhead, keeping us 
from sleeping. And in the morn- 
ing, about 4 o’clock, the bom- 
bardment began. From all sides 
we heard shells bursting and 


useful thing. But we had to stay 
in the house and huddle against 
the walls, awaiting what? Per- 
haps death. 

“The sky, ever the sea, was 
ablaze and some it seemed 
that Vierville was on fire. The 
abominable hell lasted until 7 
o'clock. The planes vomited 
their fire unceasingly. The guns 
of the American Navy spit their 
shells without respite and the 
Boche anti-aircraft artillery 
tried to destroy the village. 

“Finally towards 8 o'clock a 
little calm made itself felt and 
we breathed more freely. But 
always the sound of a gunshot 
came to remind us that the end 
was not there. In the morning,

would show up, we had made 
a tricolor bouquet, but alas, 
they did not come that day.

“In the morning the people 
of Ste. Mere Eglise were very 
surprised to see all these sol- 
diers. Many at first mistook 
them for Germans. 

“One old woman who had 
heard nothing during the night, 
saw the parachutists in her gar- 
den and screamed: ‘Well, there 
are Germans making maneuvers 
in my garden and they are ruin- 
ing my peas!’” 

Gen. Ridgway himself was 
parachuted into a field near the 
adjoining hamlet of La Fiere. 
He made his first command post 
in a hole that now is used as a 
watering hole for cows. At that

time the hole was between some 
trees and thus overhung by 
branches, but the trees now have 
been cut down. 


Omaha Beaches now, vou 

can see local people sitting 
on the sand sunning themselves 
sometimes only a few yards from 
the rusty wrecks of the few re- 
maining landing craft which 
have not yet been salvaged. 


But the grimmest reminders 
are the blasted German block 
houses, which particularly on 
Omaha Beach sent a lethal hail 
of fire into the first assault 
waves. Some of these massive 
fortifications took à terrific 
pounding from the air, from the 
sea and finally from the assault 
troops themselves before they 
finally were silenced. 

Now young French children 
frequently play around these 
relics of the war and the other 
day we saw fwo youngsters hap- 
pily fishing frogs from the top 
of one abandoned German 
strongpoint. 

And finally at the extreme 
eastern end of Utah Beach we 
came across two amphibious 
landing craft with their tracks 
still intact, standing side by side 
at the entrance of a draw lead- 
ing inland from the beach.

BUT WHY do Communists 
shout or disrupt a meeting 
when it does not go their way? 

The answer is to be found 
in the philosophy of Commu- 
nism itself. The philosophy 
of Communism is antirational. 
Its basic principle is that 
thought is contradictory, and 
that out of contradiction 
comes new positions. 

This is false. Death contra- 
dicts life, but to say that some- 
thing new and better comes 
out of that mortal assault is 
to take away the foundations 
of reason. 

Furthermore, and this is 
most important, Communism 
denies choice. Hence there is 
only one party under Commu - 
nism. Voting is merely an 
experiment for mechanizing a 
cheer. Its followers quickly 
get into the state of mind that 
an alternative position is im- 
possible. 


As there is no sequence of 
thought but only contradic- 
tion, so there is no choice pos- 
sible, but only an automatic 
reaction to propaganda. That 
is why those who think an- 
other way than the Communist 
have to be “shouted” down. 
Communists deny reason. 
Once you deny reason there 
are left only the shouting and 
the confusion.

Add to this the method by 
which non-Communists are in- 
doctrinated. When Commu- 
nism takes over a country, the 
intelligent ple are immedi- 
ately liquidated. 

In order to convince the 
masses, it then resorts to 
brain washing and brain 
changing. Its purpose is to 
reduce the thinking and will- 
ing faculties of beings to a 
minimum. As idiots are eas- 
ier to convince of a stupid 
position than learned men, so 
those whose reason and will 
have been weakened by 
threats, imprisonment, sleep- 
lessness and drugs are much 
more susceptible to the hypno- 
tism of Communist suggestion. 

What Communism has %suc- 
ceeded in producing in the 
world is “collective paranoia.” 
A paranoiac will listen to your 
arguments, your pleas and 
your indisputable facts, but 
they will have no weight with 
him; they are like ideas 
spoken in a foreign language. 
This is what is meant by ex- 
pression of psychologists that 
delusions are immune to log- 
ical arguments and to reality. 

The Soviet representatives at 
the U.N. hear the arguments 
against their labor camps 
filled with millions of slaves, 
but their minds are like the 
greased backs of ducks—not 
even fresh water of heaven 
can penetrate. They are like 
somnambulists who hear oth-
